When  the  boys  and  men  of  the  family  go  into  \miform,  their  good  v/ool  suits  may 
lie  idle  for  man;,-  months.     Chances  are  that  some  of  these  suits  may  not  fit  the 
ori-.j:inal  ovrner  if  he  gains  weight  while  in  military  service.    As  all-wool  fahrics 

are  a.lready  scarce  and  will  remain  so  for  the  duration  of  the  v/ar  

recommends  that  some  practical  use  "be  made  of  these  discarded  suits. 

If  folks  a.t  home  cannot  wear  them  as  they  are,  it  is  patriotic  to  rework  them 
into  clothes  that  can  "be  worn  now.    By  using  this  v;ool  you  help  reduce  the  dema,nd 
for  nev/  wool.     Outgrown  and  partly  worn  suits  v/ith  usable  parts  also  provide  wool 
cloth  that  should  be  put  to  good  use.     So  stud:-^  the  family  v;ardrobe ,  and  see  where 
the  reworked  s\iit  would  fit  in  best, 

Sach  ri?J.ze-ov3r  is  an  individual  problem,  depending  on  the  ajuount  of  usable 
material  in  the  discarded  suit  and  the  size  ajad  needs  of  the  person  for  v/hom  it  is 
to  be  made  over.     Some  of  the  exajuples  shovm  are:  A  separate  summer- weight  coat  in 
good  condition,  rex\rorked  into  a  best  suit  for  a  4^year--old  boy;  an  old  teal-colored 
suit,  partly  faded,  t-orned  to  the  other  side  to  make  a  coa.t  a.nd  beret  for  a  little 
girl;  a  man's  sport  trousers,  converted  into  a  girl's  jumper  djress;  a  mean's  outgrown 
suit,  reappearing  as  a  suit  for  his  wife;  white  linen  trousers  t^arned  into  a  smart 
s"ummer  jacket  for  a  young  woman. 

3ach  of  these  ma.ke-overs  required  careful  choice  of  pattern,  ripping,  washing, 
and  pressing  the  parts  of  the  old  garment,  ajid  ingenious  aa.aptation  of  the  final 
desig-n  to  cut  the  garment  accordi-ng  to  the  cloth. 

Anew  leaflet,  No.  230,  "Ilake-overs  for  Hen's  Suits,"  prepared  by  the  textile 
and  clothing  division  of  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics,  U.  S.  Depajrtment  of  Agricul- 
ture, discusses  several  possible  ways  of  converting  a  m.an's  suit  into  a  useful 
garment  for  another  person.
